Funding cut 
threatens 
police teams

Funding for ALERT 
squads running out

The looming end of a federally 
funded crime-fightmg program 
means the future of dozens — 
potentially even himdreds — of 
specialized law-enforcement 
jobs in Alberta is imcertain. 

In 2008, the federal Tories 
annoimced $42.4 milhon in 
funding for provincial police as 
part of an officer-recruitment 
fond aimed at bringing on 
2,500 officers across Canada. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment used the funding to es¬ 
tablish the bulk of the Alberta 
Law Enforcement Response 
Teams (ALERT), according to 
Calgary police spokesperson 


Kevin Brookwell. 

ALERT specializes in tack¬ 
ling serious and organized 
crime and has seized over $8 
million in cash, nearly 800 
kilograms of drugs and 350 fire¬ 
arms from Alberta criminals 
since its inception, according to 
the organization’s website. 

But now, reports from Ot¬ 
tawa indicate that funding well 
will run dry next month, cre¬ 
ating serious questions about 
whether ALERT will remain in¬ 
tact and who will fund it. 

“If eveiybody says, ‘We can’t 
afford it, we can’t afford it’... all 
the initiatives and ever34hing 
being done by ALERT we would 
end up losing,” Brookwell said. 

Sgt. Tony Simioni, president 
of the Edmonton Police Asso¬ 
ciation, said the elimination of 
the program would have ser¬ 
ious consequences. 

“It would affect pohcing and 
public safety in the province, 
no doubt about it,” he said. 


What remained unclear 
is how many positions could 
be lost and how urgently a 
new funding source would be 
needed. 

Provincial spokesperson 
Jason Maloney said future fund¬ 
ing for ALERT would be con¬ 
sidered ahead of the release of 
the 2013-14 Alberta budget, but 
Brookwell said word from Ot¬ 
tawa is that the matter needs to 
be dealt with sooner. 

The province maintained 
that 83 positions could be im¬ 
pacted, but Calgaiy police Chief 
Rick Hanson suggested on a 
morning news show it would 
actually be more in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of 250. 

ALERT spokesperson Jill 
Baird said she’s confident ffie 
organization’s funding is se¬ 
cured through April 2014. 

“We will wait and see, like 
everybody else, to see what is in 
the budget.” with files from ryan

Repeat 911 

^abusers’ 
could face 
penalty fee 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Doug Griffiths is eyeing chan¬ 
ges in new 911 legislation 
he plans to table this spring 
that could include a fee for 
those who repeatedly tie up 
emergency phone lines with 
less-than-urgent inquiries. 

“It’s something we’re 
going to have to explore with 
the telecom (industry), but 
maybe you get a warning the 
first time, but then if you 
call 911 again to ask about 
the weather maybe you’re 
charged a $10 fee,” Griffiths 
said 

Kim Pudde, supervisor 
of Edmonton 911, said she 
would welcome the fee be¬ 
cause right now the city gets 
easily 100 calls every day that 
are not emergencies. 

“If they were to do that 
with every call centre in the 
province it would bring in 
some money for sure,” she 
said. 

Pudde said charging 
everyone who uses 911 a 
fee per call could also solve 
the problem, if the province 
wants to go that route. 

“The few times I would 
need to call 9111 wouldn’t 
mind pa 3 dng a flat fee of $1 
or $2, but if I was calling 911 
constantly, every day, just 
to ask for the time, I would 
probably think twice.” 

The province has already 
made it clear it intends to 
establish fines — or poten¬ 
tially even criminal charges 
— for those who maliciously 
tie up phone lines. Griffiths 
deemed callers one level 
down from that 911 “abus¬ 
ers” and said that’s where a 
small fine could be slapped 
on people who misuse the 
system. 

“It’s not that it’s mali¬ 
cious, but what a waste of 
resources,” he said.

One killed, two 
injured in collision 

A northern Alberta highway 
reopened on Thursday 
morning after a crash near 
Conklin that killed one 
man and seriously injured 
two people. 

Lac La Biche RCMP said 


the two-car collision hap¬ 
pened at about 2:45 p.m. 
Wednesday at kilometre 
marker 135 on Highway 
881. 

The 54-year-old driver 
of one of the vehicles was 
killed, while his 24-year-old

Aidan Hailes has the Edmonton 
International Fringe Theatre 
Festival to thank for helping 
him cement a plan to self-pub- 


lish his first novel. 

He and his wife, Lindsay 
Stamhuis, billet street perform¬ 
ers. After watching them enter¬ 
tain first and then be paid what 
viewers think they are worth, 
the couple decided to create the 
Free Fiction Project. 

Both Hailes and Stamhuis, 
27, have written novels and 
are having a formal launch 
Saturday to celebrate their 
project, through which read¬ 
ers can download their books, 
read them, and then pay (or do¬ 


nate) what they beheve they’re 
worth. 

“The problem ... is you buy 
a book and then you don’t read 
it, but you’ve already kind of 
given up your mone}^ it’s too 
late at &at point,” said Hailes. 
“(Street performers) just put 
on the show and if you happen 
to enjoy it, afterwards you just 
give them some money. And I 
thought that was a really great 
example of just doing some¬ 
thing a httle differently” 

Hailes, in marketing, and 


Stamhuis, a preschool teacher, 
both plan to write more and 
encourage others to jump on 
board. They’re willing to link 
and promote through their 
website, or simply support the 
use of their model. 

“It’s making people think 
of what they’re reading again,” 
said Stamhuis. “To think: How 
did I value this as a piece of ht- 
erature? If I did at all?” 

Will it work? 

They honestly don’t know, 
said Stamhuis. 


The process 


Publishing 
free fiction 

Aidan Hailes and Lind¬ 
say Stamhuis chose to 
self-publish their novels 
because of the ease, access 
and low cost associated 
with it. 

Printers can be found 
online and after a format¬ 
ted book is uploaded to 
the website, a single copy 
is sent to edit. Hailes and 
Stamhuis also hired an 
editor for the process. 

“It’s just people writing 
stuff down, and it’s just 
who happens to hke it 
enough to put the money 
forward to get it pub¬ 
lished,” said Hailes. “In 
this case, it’s us.” 

Downloading digital 
copies of either Hailes’ or 
Stamhuis’ novels is free 
(except from Amazon, 
com for the Kindle, which 
costs $0.99), while the cost 
of printing and shipping 
a paperback copy will be 
charged to the reader — 
which they don’t consider 
charging for the value of 
the book, merely the value 
of materials and labour.

Domestic violence? 

Controversial, outspoken 
senator kicked out of 
Tory caucus amid reports 
he was arrested 


Conservative Sen. Patrick 
Brazeau was turfed from his 
party’s caucus and believed 
to be behind bars Thursday 
after a 911 call summoned 
police to his home to investi¬ 
gate a complaint of domestic 
violence. 

Brazeau, long a prominent 
and polarizing figure both 
within Canada’s aboriginal 
community and beyond, was 
swiftly removed from the 
Conservative caucus after 
police arrived at his home in 
Gatineau, Que., around 9 a.m. 

About three hours later — 
with Brazeau believed to be 
in custody, a red police tape 
cordon around his house and 
a cruiser parked in the drive¬ 
way — a letter was circulated 
among caucus that he was no 
longer a member. 

“It’s known that in light of 
the serious events that have 
been reported today, I have 
removed Sen. Brazeau from 
the Conservative caucus,” 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp-

er told the Commons. 

“Our understanding is 
that these are matters of a 
personal nature rather than 
Senate business, but they 
are very serious and we ex¬ 
pect they will be dealt with 
through the courts.” 

House Leader Peter Van 
Loan later confirmed in the 
Commons that Brazeau’s de¬ 
parture was directly linked 
to reports of a domestic inci¬ 
dent. 

Brazeau, however, has 
been a thorn in the Conserva¬ 
tive caucus’s side for months, 
most recently over allega¬ 
tions that he was using other 
people’s addresses in order to 
qualify for a Senate housing 
allowance and an aboriginal 
tax exemption. 


Police described Brazeau’s 
house as a crime scene, al¬ 
though they refused to con¬ 
firm it was indeed the senator 
who was in custody, sa 5 dng 
only that a man was arrested 
at the Gatineau address after 
a call to 911. 

By the dinner hour Thurs¬ 
day, no charges had been 
formally laid. Police said 
they would keep the suspect 
in custody pending a possible 
court appearance Friday mor¬ 
ning. 

“There’s no charge right 
now at the moment, but 
we will continue our investi¬ 
gation,” said Gatineau police 
spokesman Pierre Lanthier. 

Lanthier would not com¬ 
ment on the condition of the 
victim. 

Brazeau’s office said Thurs¬ 
day that he would remain in 
the Senate as independent. 

Were he to face charges, 
Brazeau would be placed 
on leave from the Senate, 
and though he could still 
attend sessions, his access to 
benefits would be curtailed. 
He would only be suspended 
if convicted of an indictable 
offence. 

NDP Leader Tom Mulcair 
said he hoped the Senate 
scrutinizes those rules if it ever 
comes time to apply them.

Mullet 
brooked 
no dissent 

Mullet broke away from the 
mainstream Amish in 1995, 
seeking stricter cultural 
rules and Scriptural inter¬ 
pretation than is the norm 
in the eastern Ohio com¬ 
munity, authorities said. 

He was the undisputed 
leader of his group, counsel¬ 
ling relatives on religious 


matters, negotiating drill¬ 
ing rights on his land and 
denouncing Amish who 
questioned his authority. 

Some Amish spoke out 
against his authoritarian 
style, and the government 
said that led to the attacks 
as Mullet tried to discipline 
dissenters who left his com¬ 
munity and Amish bishops 
who condemned him. 

One of Mullet’s daugh- 
ters-in-law and a former 
brother-in-law told investi¬ 
gators that he allowed 



others to beat members 
who disobeyed him. He 
forced some to sleep in a 
chicken coop and was intim¬ 
ate with married women.

Leniency requested. 

Most of the Amish 
beard and hair cutters 
could face as long as 
10 years in prison for 
the 2011 assaults 


More than 50 Amish chil¬ 
dren could lose one parent 
to prison — and most of the 
youngest could lose both 
— on Friday when 16 men 
and women are sentenced 
in beard-cutting attacks on 
fellow members of their faith 
in Ohio. 

Most defendants could 
face as long as 10 years in 
prison and are asking the 
judge for leniency so they can 
return to their homes and 
farms, teaching their sons 
a trade and their daughters 
how to sew, cook and keep 
house. 

But their bid faces an up¬ 
hill battle. Victims of the 
2011 attacks, which the gov¬ 
ernment called a hate crime 
and an attempt by a splinter 
group to shame members 
who left or denounced it, say 
justice is needed, especially 
for the ringleader. 

In a rare interview last 
week in Bergholz at the com¬ 
munity’s sprawling farm 
amid rolling hills in eastern 
Ohio, unmarried 19-year-old 
Edward Mast, grandson of 
ring leader Sam Mullet Sr., 
said he is anticipating a life 
of mentoring Amish children 
and sharing in child-rearing if 
the parents go to prison. 

vWiile he spoke, a 15-year- 
old used a chain saw to cut 
fence planks and a 12-year- 
old crisply drove nails into 
the planks as a 10-year-old 


held up the board. The young¬ 
est trudged in boots through 
ankle-deep mud and a creek 
surging with melting snow. 

Prison terms will make 
the whole operation harder 
to maintain. Mast told The 
Associated Press. “It will be 
a mess,” he said, shaking his 
head under a wide-brim hat. 

The five beard- and hair¬ 
cutting attacks followed years 
of animosity, traced in part to 
a nasty custody battle involv¬ 
ing Mullet’s daughter and his 
strict demands on religious 
observance. The custody dis¬ 
pute led to a contentious 
history with local law en¬ 
forcement over the county’s 
seizure of two Mullet grand¬ 
daughters from their mother 

Mast said the Mullet com¬

There was a surreal moment 
in outer space Thursday, as 
the man who played Capt.

William Shatner, the 
Canadian-born actor of Star 
Trek fame, spoke for a few 
minutes with Chris Had¬ 
field, who is currently on a 
five-month space voyage. 

The actor asked serious 
questions about Hadfield’s 
hopes for space travel, as 
well as his fears, and the 
emotions he felt as he stared 
out from beyond Earth. 

They also exchanged a 
few jokes. 

Shatner quipped that 
if he flopped while per¬ 
forming, the worst thing 
that could happen is he 
might sweat a little bit. “In 
your case,” he told Hadfield,

That prompted a 
philosophical reply from 
the astronaut about how far 
humanity has come since 
the original Star Trek era.

While most of the countiy is 
feeling economically crunched, 
with fewer job opportunities 
and budgets blanketed m red, 
Saskatchewan is booming. 

It’s a boom that could help 
protect the countiy against a 
shaky global economy 

“We have what the world 
wants right now, not just with 
respect to natural resources, 
but also in terms of agricul¬ 
ture,” said Premier Brad Wall. 

Wall highlights a 7.7 per 
cent growth in exports — the 
highest rate of growth in the 
coimtiy between November 
2011 and November 2012 — 
saying the province is blessed 
to rely on multiple resources 
rather than just one. Currently, 
Saskatchewan is a major pro¬ 
ducer of potash, uranium, oil 
and natural gas, and is a world 
leader in pulse crops. 

In late 2012 the Conference 
Board of Canada reported that 
Saskatchewan is poised to have 
the fastest-growing economy 
in 2013 and 2014, which boils 
down to two things: more 
money and more jobs. 

“It’s a great quality of life 
here,” said WaU. “When you 
take a look at the rest of the 
coimtiy, it’s very competitive 
from a cost-of-living stand¬ 
point, and there are jobs here 
that we can offer and jobs that 
are available right now.” 

With growtli comes grow¬ 
ing pains — which WaU said 
his government is working 
on keeping to a minimum by 
way of major investments in 
infrastructure and appropriate 
tax exemptions. 

Perhaps most important is 
that the boom is nowhere near 
slowing down. 

“It’s continuing.... That’s 
the first thing other Canadians 
should know: that this is real 
what’s happening here in 
Saskatchewan,” said WaU.

Winds of change

The head of the powerful U.S. 
gun lobby, the National Rifle 
Association, said Thursday 
he’s confident that Congress 
won’t approve an assault 
weapons ban or a limit on 
high-capacity ammunition 
magazines after mass shoot¬ 
ings in Colorado and Con¬ 
necticut. 

David Keene predicted 
failure for all congressional 
measures related to guns, 
including expanded back¬ 
ground checks for gun pur¬ 
chases. 


“I tell you what these 
things are, these are all feel¬ 
good proposals, because at 
the end of the day, what do 
they do to prevent” a mass 
shooter? asked Keene, the 
NRA’s president. 

Keene was in Denver to 
meet with Colorado’s Demo¬ 
cratic governor and state law¬ 
makers. 

The interview comes as 
the Obama administration is 
tr 3 dng to push several gun- 
control measures through 
the U.S. Congress in the wake 


of the shooting of 26 people, 
including 20 children, at an 
elementary school in New¬ 
town, Conn., in December 
and other high-profile shoot¬ 
ings around the country. 

Keene talked about pros¬ 


pects for federal gun-control 
measures under discussion in 
Congress and predicted polit¬ 
ical peril for Democrats who 
support such bills.

Thousands of police officers 
throughout Southern Califor¬ 
nia and neighbouring states 
hunted Thursday for a dis¬ 
gruntled former Los Angeles 
officer wanted for going on a 
deadly shooting rampage that 
he warned in an online post¬ 
ing would target those on the 
force who had wronged him, 
authorities said. 

Police issued a statewide 
“officer safety warning” and 
police were sent to protect 
people named in the posting 
that was believed to be writ¬ 
ten by the fired cop, Chris¬ 
topher Dorner, who has mil¬ 
itary training. 

Among those mentioned 
were members of the Los An¬ 
geles Police Department. 

Dorner has available mul¬ 
tiple weapons including an 
assault rifie, said police Chief 
Charlie Beck, who urged 
Dorner to surrender. 

“Nobody else needs to 
die,” he said. 

More than 40 protection 
details were assigned to pos¬ 
sible targets of Dorner. Police 
spokesman Cmdr. Andrew 
Smith said he couldn’t re¬ 
member a larger manhunt by 
the department. 

The hunt spread from 
California to Nevada, Arizona 
and Mexico, said a U.S. Mar¬ 
shals Service official. 

The search for Dorner, 
who was fired from the 
LAPD in 2008 for making 
false statements, began after 
he was linked to a weekend 
killing in which one of the

victims was the daughter of 
a former police captain who 
had represented him during 
the disciplinary hearing.

Meanwhile, of¬ 
ficials are inspecting a pack¬ 
age CNN’s Anderson Cooper 
received. 

CNN says the parcel con¬

Central banking. At U.K. 
confirmation hearing, 
incoming BoE governor 
puts rumours to rest 


Mark Camey wanted to make 
one thing perfectly clear Thurs¬ 
day before submitting to his im- 
official, and ultimately success¬ 
ful, job interview for governor 
of the Bank of England — “I do 
not have political ambitions.” 

The proof, Camey said, is 
in his choice of taking on the 
extremely challenging post as 
England’s top banker. 

The statement before his 
hearing in London was perhaps 
the most categorical disavowal 
of any pohtical interest for 
now, or when he is expected to 
return to Canada in five years. 

The issue arose after it was 
revealed in December that 
Camey had been courted for 
— and in some eyes appeared 
somewhat interested in — 
the liberal leadership, as well 
as having vacationed in the 
summer home of the Liberal 
finance critic during the sum¬ 



mer. The speculation in Canada 
is that Camey would be ready 
to jump into the political ring 
after returning from England 
in 2018. 

“Fm surprised it has been 
suggested that taking one of 
the most challenging jobs in 
central banking in another 
coimtry would be pohtically ad¬ 
vantageous in my home coun¬ 
try,” he told the Treasury Select 
committee.

In what appeared a shock¬ 
ing decision last fall, Camey 
was hand-picked by U.K. Chan¬ 
cellor (Seorge Osborne to take 
charge of the storied, 319-year- 
old institution on July 1, the 
first foreigner to ever do so.

Apple sued over 
cash stockpiling 

With its annual meeting 
looming and its stock on 
the decline, Apple is facing 
a rebellion from an activist 
investor who wants the 
company to stop stock¬ 
piling cash and give it to 
shareholders instead.

Ireland reaches 
dealto ease debt 

Ireland clinched a long- 
sought agreement Thursday 
with the European Central 
Bank to restructure the 
loans used to bail out

The inability to get Western 
Canadian crude to the right 
markets is costing the coun¬ 
try’s economy dearly, accord¬ 
ing to a new report paid for 
by the Saskatchewan govern¬ 
ment. 

Each stalled pipeline pro¬ 
ject means a loss to the Can¬ 
adian economy of $30 million 
to $70 million every day, said 
the report penned by the Can¬ 
ada West Foundation, a Cal¬ 
gary-based think-tank. 

“The economic impact is 
just devastating,” foundation 
CEO Dylan Jones said. 

The Saskatchewan govern¬ 
ment paid $50,000 to commis¬ 


sion the report. Premier Brad 
Wall has been an outspoken 
supporter of new pipeline 
projects, most recently sign¬ 
ing a letter, along with 10 
U.S. governors, urging U.S. 
President Barack Obama to 
approve the Keystone XL pipe¬ 
line. 

Alberta’s oilsands, the 
third-largest reserves on the 
planet, get most of the atten¬ 
tion when it comes to the 
pipeline debate. 

But Saskatchewan, which 
has considerable oil resources 
of its own, is affected by the 
pipeline pinch as well. Wall 
said in Regina. 

“We hope that this helps 
get the message out, even to a 
greater degree than it is now, 
that we have a pipeline cap¬ 
acity issue in western North 
America and that’s costing 
Saskatchewan people a lot of 
money,” he said.

In Safe Haven, a new roman¬ 
tic thriller from director 
Lasse Hallstrom and writer 
Nicholas Sparks, Julianne 
Hough plays a woman 
on the run from her past, a 
role she says was “liberat¬ 
ing.” 

“Ever 3 dhing that I’ve done 
prior to this has obviously 
been performance based,” 
says the star of Footloose and 
Rock of Ages, “but also very, 
‘Here is your mark, stand on 
it. These are your exact lines 
and these are the songs you 
are singing.’ 

“This was very freeing 
for me. I really felt like they 
hired me to act. I felt like I 
grew so much in this because 
it was scary. 

“It is scary to do some¬ 
thing that you’ve never done 
before. I always say that if I’m 
afraid, I should probably do 
it. 

“But you’re on your tippy- 
toes because you don’t know 
what he’s going to say next 
because a lot of it was impro¬ 
vised.” 

The “he” she refers to is 
Josh Duhamel, who takes a 
break from pla 3 dng Lennox 
in the Tranformers movies to 
take on the role of Hough’s 


love interest. 

“When I first heard of 
Lasse’s style of shooting, I 
knew that he liked to be 
free,” he says. 

“It’s liberating but it also 
forces you to do much more 
work because if you change 
it up you still have to know 
what each scene is about 
in order to make the whole 
movie work. 

“You can’t just improv the 
whole thing because then 
one scene won’t bleed into 
the next. They started work¬ 
ing two weeks before I did 
and Julianne was like, ‘It’s 
great, we improv all day’ 
What do you mean we im¬ 
prov all day?!” 

“The first scene I did with 
(co-star) Dave Lyons they had 
us sitting across the table 
from each other talking,” 
Hough chimes in. 

“They said, ‘Just talk about 
an5Fthing.’ 

“We literally talked about 
upside-down pineapple cake 
and nothing made sense, and 
we were like, ‘What are we 
doing?”’ 

Duhamel says credit for 
the success of the unusual 
way of working lies with Hall- 
strom’s keen eye.

but this time we were free to 
mess with the material. It was 
pretty much the backbone of 
the stoiy and then we were 
free to improvise aroimd it 
and come up with our own 
ideas. Now that film is gone, 
we can roll those cameras for 
40 minutes and there’s not a 
cost involved apart from time. 
You can’t tell the difference 
between film and digital 
an 5 miore. So I take advantage 
of that new technique. I roll 
those two cameras forever and 
ever. I just keep rolling during 
the direction and the com¬ 
menting, and it creates sort of 
a free atmosphere. 

With these technological 
advancements, do you ever 


feel a sense of jealousy of 
tilmmakers starting out now? 

I never had that, not that kind 
of jealousy, because I shot 
this way anyway. I just had to 
change cassettes quickly, after 
10 minutes. And I shot on 16 
mm a lot to lower the costs of 
footage. But here in the United 
States it didn’t seem to be 
too much of a worry if I kept 
roUing that camera, so I’ve 
been pretty much using this 
technique for decades now. 

It depends on the film, but if 
there’s a chance to improvise 
or keep the camera rolling, 

I keep doing it. It’s almost 
always the second-to-the-last or 
the last take that I use.

Grandfather 
inspiration 
for Henry 

Yan England remembers 
seeing his grandfather 
slip imder the shroud of 
Alzheimer’s disease, the 
memories of the elderly 
man’s rich life gradually 
fading from his embattled 
brain. It shook the yoimg 
man, but the experience 
also provided the catalyst 
for his moving film Heniy, 
which is in contention for 
the best short live-action 
film Oscar when Hollywood 
gathers on Feb. 24. 

Heniy is the stoiy of an 
elderly pianist who dreams 
of one last duet with his 
beloved violinist wife. 

The film, which England 
sees as a tribute to his 
grandfather, shows the 
world through Heniy’s eyes 
as his failing mind wanders 
through his life and his 
family grapples with his 
deteriorating condition. 
Although a work of fiction, 
the film is loosely based 
on England’s granddad. 

“My grandfather lived this 
amazing life and he could 
remember eveiy single 
detail,” says the 30-year-old 
director, who often carries 
his grandfather’s watch 
with him, especially at 
events involving the film.

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Human conflict comes to a 
boil on The Walking Dead 


Zombie drama. Season 
three resumes this 
Sunday, with David 
Morrissey's increasingly 
deranged Governor 
ruling human survivors 


“Brother against brother,” 
says The Governor fiercely. 
“Winner goes free. Fight to 
the death.” 

Is this any way to run a 
town? 

AMC’s zombie drama The 
Walking Dead ended the first 
half of this season with a 
wrenching faceofif: roughneck 
brothers Merle and Daryl 
were pitted in a bloody test 
of loyalty to The Governor as 
he rallied his fiock — the resi¬ 
dents of Woodbury, Ga. — to 
goad them on. 

That was last December, 
and things haven’t settled 
down as the hit horror serial 
returns for another eight epi¬ 
sodes Sunday at 9 p.m. EST. 
The death match continues. 
The Governor, played by 
David Morrissey, is increasing¬ 


ly oppressive, even deranged. 

“With Woodbury, he has 
built a sanctuary, a place of 
safety where humanity can 
start again,” says Morris¬ 
sey. “But the negative side of 
power is hke a wobbly tooth 
for him. He just can’t stop 
sticking his tongue in there. 
There’s something gloriously 
painful about it, and he likes 
that.” 

He seems to be losing his 
marbles as he sees threats 
both within and beyond the 
town walls. This has placed 
on his enemies list not only 
the zombies—^with their plod¬ 
dingly persistent appetite for 
human flesh—^but also mor¬ 
tals, who are far less predict¬ 
able. These include the ragtag 
refugees led by Sheriff Rick 
Grimes hiding out in an aban¬ 
doned prison nearby 

“You can adapt to the zom¬ 
bie threat, and that’s part of 
what Woodbury is about,” 
says Morrissey. “But the new 
problem that has emerged 
in season three is human be¬ 
ings. What you have now is 
two communities of humans 
in confiict. That’s much more 
comphcated.”

In other words: What’s 
scarier than the undead? The 
hving! 

In the past. The Governor 
exhibited a softer side. His 
most touching moments 
showed his desperate attempts 
to stay connected with Penny, 
his undead little girl. Remov¬ 


ing her from the cell in his 
apartment where he kept her 
chained, he lovingly combed 
her wily zombie hair in one 
memorable scene, while she 
snarled and snapped fiercely. 

Strange as it was, the scene 
made perfect sense to Morris¬ 
sey 

“You have a sick child and 
you’re tiying to do normal 
things that just aren’t normal 
an 3 miore,” he says. “There’s 
great certainty and comfort in 
the past, and he was tiying to 
re-create that.” 

But in December’s finale. 
Penny was stabbed by Mi- 
chonne, an intruder out to kill 
The Governor. 

“He loses the one thing 
he lives for,” says Morrissey, 
adding with a bit of under¬ 
statement, “Now he’s full of 
anger.” 

But will The Governor be 
back to rule over the ultimate 
gated community? Not sur¬ 
prisingly, Morrissey is cagey 
when repl 3 dng to that ques¬ 
tion: “Gontractually, I’m there 
for five years. But that’s not to 
say that I don’t die at the end 
of this season, or whenever.”

Happy New Year — Chinese 
New Year, that is. 

Also known as the Spring 
Festival, the Chinese New Year 
starts Feb. 10 (it always starts 
on the first day of the first 
lunar month), and it is the 
longest and most important 
of the traditional holidays, ex¬ 
plains Jun Ing, vice-president 
of the Chinese Benevolent As¬ 
sociation of Vancouver. 

“That means lots of prep¬ 
arations and celebrations 
across Canada, especially in 
larger cities such as Vancou¬ 
ver and Toronto,” Ing said. 

The customs around Chi¬ 
nese New Year range from 
thoroughly cleaning your 
house beforehand “to sweep 
away any ill fortune” to re¬ 
placing old plants with fresh 
fiowers and plants to sig¬ 
nify “new growth and begin¬ 
nings.” Windows and doors 


of homes and businesses are 
decorated with red paper 
decorations that have themes 
such as happiness, wealth 
and longevity. 

On Chinese New Year’s 
Eve, Chinese families often 


gather together at someone’s 
home or a restaurant for 
an annual multi-course “re¬ 
union” dinner, explains Shir¬ 
ley Yum, a guide and culin¬ 
ary historian, A Taste of the 
World, Toronto. The feast fea¬ 


tures many traditional dishes 
such as Chinese dumplings, 
fish, spring rolls and sticky 
rice cake. Special menus and 
dishes are available at many 
Chinese restaurants through¬ 
out the hohday. 


Many communities have 
parades, too. The 40th annual 
Vancouver Chinese New Year 
Parade, for example, features 
traditional lion and dragon 
dancers, marching bands and 
martial arts performances.

The Year of the Snake 
will be a year of culture, 
introspection and self¬ 
development, according 
to Shirley Yum from 
A Taste of the World, 
who introduces people 
to diverse cultures and 
their food in Toronto 
neighbourhoods.

The Sochi Ol 3 mipics are a year 
away and already there are 
worries about Gircassian Mus¬ 
lim unrest, transportation 
headaches and even earth¬ 
quakes. 

But the weather may be 
the biggest hurdle to over¬ 
come for Russia to claim a 
success story. 

If you thought the 2010 
Vancouver Games had issues, 
just wait. 

“In Ganada, if somebody 
said, ‘Pick the least likely 
place for a Winter Games,’ I 


would have picked Vancouver 
and, in Russia, I would have 
picked Sochi,” says Environ¬ 
ment Ganada’s senior clima¬ 
tologist David Phillips. 

“I think we think we can 
fool Mother Nature some¬ 
times.” 

Sochi was Joseph Stalin’s 
cottage retreat back in the 
day, where he had his favour¬ 
ite “dacha” or summer house, 
a bit of a misnomer since it’s 
as big as some modest resort 
hotels. You can still take a 
tour. 


Think of it as Russia’s Flor¬ 
ida, festooned with palm trees 
and located on the northeast¬ 
ern coast of the Black Sea, 
just a little north of Turkey 
and northeast of Greece. The 
climate is classified as sub¬ 
tropical. 

Phillips looked at data 
both for Sochi and the ski re¬ 
sort of Krasnaya Polyana and 
compared them with Vancou¬ 
ver and Whistler. 

The city will be the site of 
the “coastal cluster,” as or¬ 
ganizers have dubbed it, for 


arena-based sports, while the 
“mountain cluster” will host 
skiing, snowboarding and 
bobsledding events. Each will 
have its own Ol 5 mipic village. 

“In Sochi you can enjoy 
a warm southern sea as well 
as high, snow-covered moun¬ 
tains,” organizers boast. 

It can snow in Sochi prop¬ 
er but it’s not exactly a regu¬ 
lar occurrence, as average 
da 3 ftime temperatures, Phil¬ 
lips says, are around the 9 G 
range in February. The record 
though is about 24 G. 

That’s even warmer than 
Vancouver, which has an aver¬ 
age da34:ime temperature of 
8 G in February, and had more 
than its share of weather- 
related problems at the last 
Winter Ol 5 mipics.

Dallas company sues Lance 
Amistrong to recover $12M. 


Cycling. Lawsuit notes 
that cyclist repeatedly 
lied under oath 


A Dallas promotions company 
sued Lance Armstrong on 
Thursday, demanding he repay 
$12 milhon US in bonuses and 
fees it paid him for winning 
the Tour de France. 

SCA Promotions had tried 
in a 2005 legal dispute over the 
bonuses to prove Armstrong 
cheated to win before it ultim¬ 
ately settled and paid him. 

Armstrong recently ac¬ 
knowledged using perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs after 
the U.S. Anti-Doping Agency in 
2012 detailed a sophisticated 
doping program taking place 
within his teams. Armstrong 
was stripped of his seven Tour 
de France victories and given a 
lifetime ban from sports. 

Armstrong and agent BiU 
Stapleton, the company con¬ 
tends in its lawsuit, bed and 
conspired to cheat SCA out of 
millions. The lawsuit notes that 
Armstrong repeatedly testified 
under oath in the 2005 dispute 
that he did not use steroids, 
other drugs or blood-doping 
methods to win, all of which

he now admits to doing. 

“It is time now for Mr. 
Armstrong to face the conse¬ 
quences of his actions,” said 
the lawsuit, which demands a 
jury trial.

France every year from 1999 to 
2005. The SCA lawsuit seeks to 
recover $9.5 milhon in bonus 
money for winning the race 
from 2002-04 and another $2.5 
miUion paid to Armstrong for 
other costs and fees.

soccer instead of hockey. 

“I had to make a choice 
when I was 11 to go with one 
sport or the other,” Petan 
said this week. “I felt at that 
point that I wanted to just 
go for it with hockey.” 

The decision has paid 
off so far, as the 17-year-old 
Petan continues to climb the 
draft rankings. A big January 
included a goal in the CHL 
Top Prospects Game and 
WHL player of the month 
honours. 

As far as the draft goes, 
Petan has played second 
fiddle to Winterhawks team¬ 
mate Seth Jones, who’s con¬ 
sidered the top draft-eligible 
prospect this year. The 
attention paid to Jones has 
brought some extra expos¬ 
ure for Petan, and scouts are 
raving about his improved 
speed and determination 
compared to last season.
